Yonean scarcely take up a 
paper that does not herald some out- 
rago on woman, from the dignified 
matron on her way to church, to 
the girl of fourteen gathering wild 
flowers on her way to school, I 
hold men in high places responsible 
for the actions of the lower orders, 
The sentiments and opinions ex- 
pressed by clergymen and legisla- 
tors mould the morals of the high- 
way.

another, 

So then the chief difference be. 
tween our American nation, and 
those the old world, is that we go 
throngh the form of choosing our 
rulers oftener thau they do. But 
after all, not so often, not so prompt- 
ly or effectively as the people of 
England do—as witness the late ap- 
peal to the people by the Gladstone 
ministry. The English govern- 
ment with a queen for a figure head 
is to-day a more truly popular gov- 
ernment than js ours with its one 
popular branch of government 
against three monarchie and aristo- 
eratic branches, viz: the president, 
the senate, and the supreme court 
(appointed by the two former.) By 
this arrangement ofa tripartite or 
guatruplex government the will of 
the people is perpetually balked 
and set aside, and yet it is all done 
ina legel and Constitutiony] way! 

But the ballot! The ballot isa 
yanacea for all political evils, says 
Mr. Roessler, Letusseo ‘The bal- 
lot or “equal suffrage”? means, under 
our constitution and laws, “majority 
rule.” But is majority rule, pro- 
vided such a thing is possible, a 
spanaca for all political evils”? 
Majorities necessarily vontain and 
comprise the ignorant, the selfish 
and the vicious on the gross or ani- 
mal plane, while the wise, the good, 
the benevolent, the  self-sacrificing 
are always in the minority. The 
fact is, majority rule like kingly 
rule finds its chief bulwark in super- 
atition, not in nature or reason, 
“There’s a divinity doth hedge a 
king,” and “the king can do no 
wrong,” are maxims on a par with 
“ear populi vos deP’™— the voice of 
the people is the yoiee of God.” 


But admitting for the argument} 
that the ballot, or majority rile, is a

maintain that pure majority rule is | 
a practical impossibility, Take our! 
primary elections, whether preceded 
xy A cass or not. Suppose every 
voter of the ward or precinet turns 
out and deposits a vote, what then? 
Isit really the man himself who 
votes? Leaving out of the consid. 
eration such factors as bribes and 
intimidation or undue intluenca of 
employers, we maintain that the 
great majority uf voters nerver vote ut 
all! Ivis the politician, the wiro- 
puller who “votes” them as so many 
eattle? The common voter has not 
tho brain to comprehend intricate 
political probiems, he has not the 
time nor tho means to inform him- 
self if ho possesses the brains; be- 
yond the local, township officers ho 
vannot know the men for whom his 
vote is asked. He depends for ev- 
erything on his party lenders. How 
often do we hear the “whippers-in”, 
the local politicians use language 
like this: “I can vote you so many 
at such and such a precinet; Pye 
counted the noses; ve brought my 
battery [Ins professional wind-bag!] 
to bear on them, and know just what 
I ean do.” So, then it is really mi- 
nority and not majority rule that we 
now have, ang always must have 
under our present system,

Ans, Because the people are not 
ready for that yet, and will probab- 
ly not be ready for it during the 
lifetime of this generation, Nearly 
all men are born-and-reared wor- 
shipers of thé fetich called govern- 
tment—government with rulers, electe 
ive or otherwise, ‘Take these ru- 
lors away and thp people would cry 
out as did Micah ot old: “O where 
are my gods! ye have taken away 
my gods, and what have I more}? 
The people have not suffered enough 
froin their rulers—from the opera- 
tion of invasive Jaws. ‘Chey still 
ery out for more law! more law, and 
still more law! They have not yet 
learned that law-making and law- 
enforcing is a kind of mania, a dis- 
case that grows the more malignant 
the more itis humored and fed. 
They have not learned that the tru- 
ly noble man seeks not to rule over 
his fellow men, neither will he 
consent to be ruled by them. 


Leeivsn’s “system” therefore, 
friend Roessler,—Luetriun’s work is 
like that of Jolin the Precursor. 
Ours is the “voice of one crying in 
tho wilderness” of accumulating 
laws, Repent for the reign of Aw 
tonomy Celtrnlo) is at hand, Our 
mission isto show that our govern- 
mental theories and practices are no 
less despotic—noa less invasive uf 
natural and personal rights than are 
these of the monarchies of the old 
world, Our mission is to show 
that the despotism of majority-rule 
ix precisely the same thing as the 
despotism of minorities, or of one- 
man-rule; and even more danger- 
ous still, because people have so 
Jong been tadght that majority rule 
means free government. Vhen 
these lessous shall have been learned 
it will bo comparatively easy to 
eliminate the despotic features of 
our government and get back to 
fundamental principles as enuncis 
ated in the famous saying that all 
men by nature have “equal right to 
Hfe liberty and pursuit of happi- 
ness?” LA
